The aluminum parts can be re­ 
stored to brightness by rubbing 
with steel wool. If badly oxidized, 
the aluminum mast can be paint­ 
ed 
with aluminum paint.

REPLACE DR CLEAN thorough­ 
ly rusted bolts. Replace cracked 
insulators.

If insulaors used to support the 
lead-in wire are broken, be sure 
to replace them.

Both houses of Congress 
had requested him to do so But it was Mr. 
Trum an’s political line in 19 52 that the Taft- 
11 art ley Act, which he had vetoed, was be­ 
y ond the pale 
He had no trouble inconvincing himself he 
had the right to tak e 
over 
any 
industry 
whose behavior offended him 
At the time, 
he was furious against steel management, 
but before the affair was over he had no 
reason to be happy about organized labor, 
either Both sides reviled him 
He learned what no chief executive can 
at ford to forget. There is no credit to be 
gained by stepping between opponents in a 
two-way fight. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER 1 as k ept his 
distance in the steel strik e of 19 59 . It is un­ 
think able today that any chief executive or 
any attorney general would try 
to 
justify 
any thing a s drastic as government seizure 
to break an industrial deadlock 
Yet, in 19 52, it still made sense to many 
politicians and judges that the way to bring 
about industrial production in the event of a 
ri< adlock was to have government seize the 
industry . There were some 71 seizures dur­ 
ing the Roosevelt and Truman administra­ 
tions. 


Even the U.S. Supreme Court, when it m ade 
its showdown ruling on Mr.

split 6-3, with Chief Justice Vinton leading 
the three dissenting members who said a 
President had power to seize any thing he 
wanted to seize 
That incredible credo ended on election day 
!n 19 52. There is no climate of opinion that 
would justify seizure today . But the problem 
that needled Harry Truman is still needling 
Dwight Eisenhower. 


A BREAKDOWN in collective 
bargaining 
again threatens the public welfare The only 
law available is the Taft-IIartley Act. whose 
injunction clause is a last resort. No 
one 
claims it relieves tension, or that it amounts 
to a “ cooling-off” period. It may turn out to 
be a “warming-up” period, instead. 
But it is the only recourse the White House 
has when deadlock s threaten 
to 
hurt 
the 
country . Until something better is provided 
by Congress, the White House has no choice 
but to use the one law that has been pro­ 
vided. 
President Eisenhower seems to have been 
try ing to mak e it clear that if driven to this 
last desperate measure he will ask Congress

One plan proposed would forbid a work stop 
page and impound a portion of wages and 
earnings while negotiations were in progress. 
If the dispute were not settled by a specified 
deadline, the impounded money would be for­ 
feited to the public treasury . Pressure on both 
sides for swift settlement would be direct.
